Draft schools budget 
seeks 2.5 percent increase

BELCHERTOWN - While the 
Belchertown School District’s 
budget has not yet been final- 
ized, the School Committee 
recently heard a presentation 
on the first draft of the school 
budget for fiscal year 2021. The 
budget stands at $30.8 million, 
a 2.5 percent increase—or about 
$751,000—over the current 
year’s spending. 

According to budget docu- 
ments, the budget plan shows 
that the greatest increase over- 
all—up 53.22 percent from 
the current year’s spending, or 
$132,000—would go toward 
technology, including salaries. 
Tuition expenses have trend- 
ed downward for the projected 
budget, proposed at $595,797 
as opposed to the $906,676 of 
the current year, a 34.29 percent 
drop. Contracted service has 
decreased 10.15 percent, and 


instructional materials has also 
dropped 3.22 percent. 


Overall salaries and wages for 


educators and administrators is 
up 3.74 percent, approximately 
$653,000 more than the current 
year’s spending. Professional 
development is also marked up 
13.82 percent for 2021, a nearly 
$19,000 increase, and facilities 
maintenance, including salaries, 
is marked up 13.20 percent. 


Superintendent of Schools 


Brian Cameron identified sev- 
eral areas for continued growth 
within the district, which include 
updated instructional resources, 
professional development, pro- 
gram enhancement, handicap 
accessibility, communication 
infrastructure systems, mental 
health providers, and more. 


Federal and state grants are 


not posted yet, but the assumed 
level funding is projected to fall

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Public reminded of the dangers 
of walking on ice covered water 


BOSTON — With recent warmer tem- 
peratures across much of Massachusetts, 
state officials are warning the public of 
the dangers associated with walking on 
ice over bodies of water, including lakes, 
ponds, reservoirs, streams, and rivers. 
Public safety and recreation officials 
from the Department of Conservation 
and Recreation, the Massachusetts State 
Police, the Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency, Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife, and the 
Department of Fire Services remind res- 
idents and visitors to be conscious of the 
risks associated with walking on ice, par- 
ticularly after warm weather, and ask that 
the public refrain from doing so. 

The winter season offers unique out- 
door recreational opportunities for the 
public to enjoy, including ice fishing, 
ice Skating, and snowmobiling; unfor- 
tunately, year after year state and local 
officials receive and respond to reports 
of individuals falling through thin ice. 
In a short period of time, an individual 
who falls into icy waters can experience 
hypothermia like symptoms, which can 
become fatal if not treated immediately. 
Hypothermia symptoms include shiver- 
ing, dizziness, hunger, nausea, accelerat- 
ed breathing, difficulty speaking, lack of 
coordination, fatigue, and an increase in 
heart rate. 

Ice safety tips the public should follow 
when near bodies of water during the 
winter months include: 

e Parents should supervise their chil- 
dren; 

e Never go onto ice alone; 

e Always keep your pets on a leash, and 
do not let them out off-leash near bodies 
of water that are covered by ice; 

¢ Beware of ice covered with snow. 
Snow can insulate ice and keep it from 
freezing. It can also hide cracks as well as

other weak spots; 

e Ice formed overflowing water 
(including springs under the surface) 1s 
generally weaker than ice over still water; 

¢ Ice seldom freezes or thaws at a uni- 
form rate. It can be a foot thick in one 
spot or an inch thick in another; 

e If a companion falls through the ice 
and you are unable to reach that person 
from shore, throw something to them (a 
rope, tree branch, even jumper cables 
from a car, etc.). If this does not work, go 
or phone for help. Get medical assistance 
for the victim immediately; 

e If you fall in, try not to panic. Turn 
toward the direction you came from, and 
place your hands and arms on the unbro- 
ken surface, working forward by kicking 
your feet. Once the ice is solid enough to 
hold you, and you can pull yourself out, 
remain lying on the ice (do not stand; 
lying down spreads your weight across a 
wider area, lessening your weight on any 
one spot) and roll away from the hole. 
Crawl back the way you came, keeping 
your weight distributed, until you return 
to solid ice or ground; and, 


As the season progresses, plan accord- 
ingly and use caution, as the conditions of 
older ice greatly varies and is subject to 
rapid changes. 

For further information regarding ice 
and winter safety tips, please visit the 
DFS and the MassWildlife websites. 
The Massachusetts State Police reminds 
individuals to call 911 in the event of an 
emergency, such as an individual falling 
through thin ice. Additionally, several 
state parks and facilities provide outdoor 
recreational opportunities throughout the 
winter season, some of which have DCR 
rangers and/or staff facilitating many pro- 
grams. Please visit the DCR’s website for 
details.

Mass. Senate advances bill on persons 
with disabilities and homelessness 


BOSTON — On Thursday Feb. 27, 
the Massachusetts Senate passed two 
bills that update state laws to reflect 
the phrase ‘persons with disabilities,’ 
and create a process for homeless 
adults or minors to apply for a state 
identification card, respectively. The 
persons with disabilities legislation 
was filed by Senator John Keenan 
and co-sponsored by Senator Eric P. 
Lesser. 

“This legislation allows for vital but 
often overlooked practices and ser- 
vices to be put in place for all res- 
idents in Massachusetts,” said Sen. 
Lesser. “These bills are important in 
creating equity and fairness as well 
as building pathways to success for 
young people and families experi- 
encing homelessness. Thank you to 
my friends, Senator John Keenan and 
Senate President Emerita Harriette 
Chandler for championing these 
issues.” 

“An Act updating terminology 
and investigative practices related to 
the protection of persons with dis- 
abilities” changes the current name 
of the Disabled Persons Protection 
Commission to the Commission 
for the Protection of Persons with 
Disabilities. The bill also updates lan- 
guage throughout the Commission’s 
statue to reflect appropriate per- 
son-first language by replacing ‘dis- 
abled person’ with ‘person with a dis- 
ability’ each time it appears. 


“People are not defined by the dis- 
abilities they may have — they are so 
much more,” said lead sponsor Sen. 
John F. Keenan. “This legislation rec- 
ognizes that important truth. It places 
the proper emphasis on people instead 
of their disabilities.” 

This bill also makes administrative 
improvements to the Commission, 
which serves as an independent state 
agency tasked to protect adults aged 
18 to 59 with disabilities from abuse 
through investigation, oversight, 
public awareness, and prevention. 
Among those changes, the legislation 
enables the Commission to streamline 
and enhance operations. Additional 
improvements will also increase pro- 
tections for persons with disabilities, 
including improving interagency col- 
laboration for extreme risk cases and 
codifying an expanded definition of 
what constitutes abuse. 

Meanwhile, “An Act to provide 
identification to homeless youth 
and families” breaks down a major 
socio-economic and administra- 
tive barrier for the Commonwealth’s 
homeless population by directing 
the Registrar of Motor Vehicles to 
implement a specific, burden-free, 
no-cost process for persons experi- 
encing homelessness to acquire state 
identification cards. The legislation 
eliminates the fee for obtaining an 
identification card and empowers the 
Registrar to accept alternative residen- 


cy documentation such as by a home- 
less service provider or other state 
agency department. 

A report by Continuums of Care to 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development found that as of 
Jan. 2019 an estimated 18,471 people 
were experiencing homelessness in 
Massachusetts. Another_study in 2019 
commissioned by the Executive Office 
of Health and Human Services iden- 
tified 3,789 unaccompanied homeless 
youth across the state in 2018. 

“State IDs are essential for everyday 
life,’ said Senate President Emerita 
Harriette Chandler. “Without an 
ID you can’t get a job, open a bank 
account, or access stable housing. 
Obtaining a state ID usually means 
gathering a few documents, waiting 
in line, and paying a small fee. But 
for people experiencing homeless- 
ness, especially unaccompanied and 
LGBTQ+ homeless youth, a few doc- 
uments and a fee are insurmountable 
barriers. [ am happy that the Senate 
has approved this legislation because 
implementing a burden-free process 
to obtain identification cards is the 
first step in breaking down cycles of 
poverty. I want to thank the Senate 
President and Chairman Rodrigues for 
their leadership in bringing this bill to 
a vote.” 

Both bills now advance to 
the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives for consideration.

Good Friday, April 10 will 
begin with Morning Prayer at 8 a.m., 
followed by The Children’s Way of the 
Cross at noon, Stations of the Cross at 
3 p.m. and concluding with Veneration 
of the Cross and Eucharist at 7 p.m. in 
the evening. Holy Saturday on April 8 
will begin with 8 a.m. Prayer and con- 
clude with the Easter Virgil Mass at 8 
p.m., beginning with the lighting of the 
Easter fire outside and the procession 
of light into the church. This is the 
Church’s greatest liturgy and encour- 
ages entry into the great mystery of the 
Catholic Faith regarding the death and 
resurrection of the Lord. Masses on 
Easter Sunday, April 12 will be cele- 
brated at 8 and at 10:30 a.m..

Meeting in March on new 
highway exit numbers 


SPRINGFIELD — State trans- 
portation officials have sched- 
uled additional meetings about 
the planned switch to mile- 
age-based exit numbers on major 
highways. 

After a first round of sessions 
was held in December, there will 
be at least one additional Western 
Massachusetts date this spring. 
The Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation will hold a 
public information meeting at 
6:30 p.m. Tuesday, March 24, in 
Room 220 of City Hall, 36 Court 
St., Springfield. All are invited to 
learn more about the project and 
ask questions in person. 

The conversion, planned to 
begin this summer, will affect 
most highways with exit num- 
bers in Massachusetts, includ- 
ing Interstates 84, 90, 91, 190, 
290 and 395, and the expressway 
portions of state routes such as 
Route 2. 

For example, on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, rath- 
er than running from Exit | in 
West Stockbridge to Exit 26 at 


Logan Airport, mileage-based 
exit numbers will start at 3 and 
end at 137. The former Exits 5 at 
Route 33 and 6 at [-291, both in 
Chicopee, will become Exits 49 
and 51 respectively. 

A handful of short express- 
ways with closely spaced exits, 
including Interstates 291 and 391 
in the Springfield area, will not 
see their numbers change. 

The switch will bring most 
highways in Massachusetts, one 
of the last states in the country 
to number its exits sequential- 
ly, into compliance with 2009 
federal standards. The project 
is expected to cost $2.8 million, 
statewide, of which 90 percent 
will be paid by a federal grant. 
MassDOT officials have said if 
the exit numbers are not changed 
by 2022, Massachusetts could 
have its federal highway aid 
withheld. 

MassDOT also plans to sched- 
ule additional meetings this 
spring and summer. For more 
information about the project, 
visit www.NewMassExits.com.

Dr. Seuss inspires 
readers of all ages 


hen written words remain for generations 

W on pages entertaining and to educating the 

reader - it’s a legendary legacy. And, so are 

the quips, quotes and books written 

by “Dr. Seuss,” the pen name of 

Theodor Seuss Geisel, (1904-1991), 

an artist and writer with immense 
talent and imagination. 

Although he experienced the 
stings of embarrassment at an early 
age, then later as a young-adult, 
he had multiple rejections on his 
first book. Yet, later he became an 
award winning, globally recognized 
author-illustrator, and originator of 
unusual characters. 

On March 2nd: Geisel’s birthday, the “Read Across 
America” campaign by the National Education 
Association, not only honors the beloved children’s 
author’s birthday, it raises reading awareness in libraries 
all over the United States. 

Geisel, of German heritage, attended schools in 
Springfield, Mass. Two little known events could have 
discouraged him. During wartime, as a 14-yr-old Boy 
Scout, he excelled in a contest for selling Bonds. But, 
during the on-stage award ceremony, Theodor became 
embarrassed when by error the awards were short-or- 
dered. About to receive his award, none were left! He 
was asked, “What are you doing here?” After that 
embarrassment, Geisel didn’t like appearing publicly. 
Later, as an eager, Central High art student, he was 
instructed to draw realistically. But Theodor preferred to 
“draw as he saw it.” We are so glad he did. 

At New Hampshire’s Dartmouth College, Geisel 
continued expressing his creativity and successfully 
graduating in 1925. Pursuing a PhD in English, he 
studied at England’s Lincoln College, Oxford. There he 
met Helen, a writer, who became his future wife. She 
encouraged him to pursue a career as an illustrator and 
cartoonist in America. Throughout their 40-year mar- 
riage (1927-1967) Geisel continued expressing his cre- 
ative genius with cartoons, illustrations, poetry, prose, 
scripts, and internationally published books. 

In 1936, while on a European voyage, 
the rhythm and sounds of the ship’s engine 
inspired Geisel’s first children’s book, “And 
to think That I Saw It on Mulberry Street!” 
On his way home, after receiving the 27th publisher’s 
rejection, ready to burn the manuscript, Geisel surpris- 
ingly met a former Dartmouth classmate who asked to 
see his writings. Although new to the children’s books 
industry, Vanguard Press published Geisel’s book in 
1937. 

Life magazine noted, in 1954, that children weren’t 
learning to read because their books were boring. 
William E. Spaulding, of Houghton Mifflin publishers, 
compiled a list of 348 important words for first graders. 
Spaulding challenged Geisel to write a book only using 
250 words. Geisel wrote “The Cat in the Hat” book in 9 
months using 236 words. It achieved international fame. 

Dartmouth University awarded Geisel an honorary 
doctorate in 1956. Dr. Seuss had profoundly influenced 
great reading habits among millions of children and 
adults across America and beyond. He authored over 60 
children’s books, (some with other pen names), selling 
millions of copies, with many books being translated 
into more than 15 languages. His prolific writing con- 
tinued through 1990, when he wrote, at 80 years young, 
“Oh, the Places You’ ll Go!”’ 

In 2002, The Dr. Seuss National Memorial Sculpture 
Garden opened locally at the Springfield Museums, 
with help from Audrey Geisel, his second wife. His 
adult step-daughter, Lark, beautifully created sculp- 
tures of Geisel and his book characters. In 2004, across 
the country, children’s librarians began presenting 
annual Theodor Seuss Geisel Awards. Also, in 2012, 
Dartmouth Medical School was renamed the “Audrey 
and Theodor Geisel Medical School” because of the 
many years of outstanding generosity by the Geisel 
family. 

To this day Theodor Geisel would be amazed at how 
many children and adults recite lines from his books. 
Yes, Dr. Seuss writings still inspires readers of all ages. 
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Grow hyacinths for 
the smell of spring 


y daughter and I were walking 
around the yard today. 
Before I knew it the 


walk turned into a game of 
who could spot spring. While 
I noticed the flower buds on 
the peach trees, and she point- 
ed to new green growth on iris 
in the perennial border, I began 
lamenting that I didn’t plant any 
hyacinth last fall, either in the 
ground or for forcing inside. I 
saw a pot of budded hyacinths in 
the store yesterday but I walked 
right past. Mistake. That plant’s 
fragrance, at least to me, is the epitome of 
spring and easily worth a few dollars spent. 
Here is a refresher course on how to force 
hyacinth, just in case you’d like to try it for 
yourself come fall. 

Hyacinths are one of the easiest bulbs to 
force into bloom. You can either pot them 
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Roberta McQuaid 


in soil or put them in a vase over water and 
flowers are practically guaran- 
teed provided you follow a few 
simple steps. 

For forcing in pots: Plant 
your hyacinth bulbs in moist- 
ened potting soil pointy side 
up. The neck of the bulb should 
be sticking out the soil surface 
about an inch to an inch and a 
half. Bulbs should not touch but 
can be planted quite close to one 
another. Water lightly to settle 
the soil, then place the container 
in a cold, dark location where 
temps fall between 38 and 45 degrees. Old 
refrigerators work great, as do crawl spaces 
(most rodents will not bother hyacinths), 
bulkheads and the like, provided the space 
is free from ethylene-producing ripening

Without civility our system doesnt work

hen he was just a young teenage 

W schoolboy, George Washington 

sat down and copied out 110 

“Rules of Civility & Decent Behavior.” 

Many of these had to do with simple man- 

ners. “Cleanse not your teeth with the 

tablecloth, napkin, fork or knife,” reads 
Rule 100. Good advice at any time. 

But the first rule the future president 
wrote down and followed for the rest of his 
life was especially notable: “Every action 
done in company, ought to be with some 
sign of respect to those that are present.” 
There are times when I find myself wishing 
that all of us — public officials and ordi- 
nary citizens alike — would adopt the civil 
behavior of that particular teenager. 

Our politics today too often is strident 
and polarized. To put it mildly, we do not 
always show respect to those present, as 
Washington did, and try to make them 
comfortable. Often, it’s just the opposite. 
We live in a polity that seems to reward 
in-your-face rhetoric and confrontational 


behavior. 

Yet civility — respecting the rights and 
dignity of others — uplifts our common 
life. It makes engaging in politics more 
pleasant, more appealing, and ultimately, 
more fruitful. 

I’m well aware that calls for civili- 
ty in the past have been used by politi- 
cal “haves” to try to rein in those seeking 
entree to power. And Americans have an 
interesting, conflicted view on the topic. 
On the one hand, a Georgetown University 
poll found last fall, Americans across the 
political spectrum “agree with the prem- 
ise that our political culture has become 
too uncivil and lacks a focus on solutions, 
and that common ground and compromise 
should be the goal for political leaders.” Yet 
they often tolerate, if not encourage, inci- 
vility, and want their leaders to “stand up to 
the other side.” 

But stressing respect for one’s opponents 
does not mean we need to agree with one 
another. Far from it. At its heart, our sys-

“I think it’s incumbent on us to make some progress 
there,’ O’Connor said. 

The town acquired the former Patrick Center and 5 
1/2 acres from the state four years ago and had the for- 
mer Belchertown State School superintendent’s residence 
demolished. The property adjoins Belchertown Housing 
Authority property, mini-Fenway and the school. 

After surveying townspeople, the Recreation Department 
developed a plan for the area including the splash park and 
basketball courts. The splash park was the most popular 
choice of residents and would take less than a quarter of 
the area but costs the most, O’Connor said. The basketball 
courts, however, may be feasible, he said, and would fit 
nicely in the flat former tennis courts site. 

While the town did not get the $250,000 Parkland 
Acquisitions and Renovation for Communities grant, the 
state provide $75,000 seed money for the project. About 
$25,000 has been spent removing the decrepit tennis courts 
and fencing but the lighting for nighttime play remains. 

The town hopes to obtain additional funding from the 
state in the coming fiscal year, said O’Connor, and a stron- 
ger case could be made if progress is shown with the finds 
now available. Part of O’Connor’s proposal will be to 
renovate the bathrooms in the building near the courts that 
could also serve Belchertown Little League’s mini-Fenway, 
Jessica’s Boundless Playground, the soccer and baseball 
fields and hiking trails nearby. 

The board decided it would save a place on the special 
Town Meeting warrant for additional funding if it is needed. 
Town sells surplus vehicles 

The Board of Selectmen accepted bids for three surplus 
town vehicles that will be sold. 

A model 2010 van used by the Senior Center will be sold 
to a Granby resident for $1,559, while a 1995 fire and res- 
cue truck and a 1983 fire pumper truck were sold to P & T 
Enterprises of Bay Road for $2,669 and $1,569 respectively. 

Town Administrator Gary Brougham said he expected 
bids to be a bit more but it would not be worth the cost 
and time to re-bid the vehicles. The pumper will probably 
be broken up for scrap, he said, while the rescue truck has 
some commercial applications.

University showing that grade 6 stu- 
dents who remain in a grade school 
setting results in higher standardized 
test results, better attention spans, 
and less behavioral issues in the long 
term. Another note made by Lapointe 
that had been contended by many 
parents during the recent discussions 
had been the fact that voters had 
approved funds to construct the East 
Meadow School with the intention 
of it housing grades pre-k through 6 
when it opened in the fall of 2018. 

At present roughly 413 students 
utilize the school facility. Last year 
school officials brought forward the 
possibility of moving grade 6 to the 
lower level of the Jr. Sr. High School 
next door citing concerns over pos- 
sible over enrollment in the coming 
years leading to a lack of available 
class space and larger classes of stu- 
dents. Some parents aimed criticisms 
that district leaders had either made 
a mistake in their initial calculations 
when constructing the school or that 
the move was to try and accommo- 
date more school choice students as 
a means to subsidize the district’s 
budget. 

Gabriel Pula said that he is a third 
generation Granby resident with 2 
children of his own in the Granby 
Schools. He said that he felt in inap- 
propriate for 11l-year-olds to share 
the hallways with 18-year-olds and 
that speaking with other residents he 
found that he was not alone in his 
opposition to the move. “I want noth- 
ing more than for my kids to stay 
in Granby Schools because it has 
been excellent since day one,’ said 
Pula, urging district leaders to instead 
focus on improvements to the Jr. Sr. 
High School building while avoiding

tem was built as a means of manag- 
ing disagreement without coming to 
blows. Treating one another civilly 
is how people who don’t agree still 
manage to weigh issues carefully and 
find common ground. The founding 
fathers did not expect all Americans 
would become friends, but they did 
expect that we could all be respectful 
and civil to each other. 

And there’s no question that inci- 
vility has consequences. It makes 
the work of democracy more diffi- 
cult: building consensus, reconcil- 
ing competing views, enticing ordi- 
nary Americans to give up some of 
their private lives to devote them- 
selves to the public good. It makes 
key institutions like Congress less 
effective. Walking into a room or 
chamber where the differences are 
sharply drawn and finding a way to 
bring people together is political skill 
of the highest order. And it’s pretty 
much impossible to exercise without

regionalization. 

Seconding sentiments on improv- 
ing the Jr. Sr. High School, resident 
Kim Goldsmith said that $627,000 
exists in the reserve fund for the dis- 
trict for possible fixes. She shared a 
text message with the audience sent 
by a student at the High School who 
was unable to attend the meeting in 
which the student stated that she and 
nearly all of her peers were against 
the possible move due to already con- 
strained conditions within the build- 
ing. Some audience members said 
that they were more inclined to show 
support for pre-k students making 
the move to the Jr. Sr. High School 
instead. 

Formally opening the committee’s 
discussion on the subject, School 
Committee member Emre Evren said 
that in the past few weeks the com- 
mittee had received a tremendous 
amount of feedback from the public 
concerning the issue. 

“There really is no winner in this 
case,’ said Evren. “Regardless of 
which way we go, we’re not going 
to please everybody.” He stressed his 
appreciation for the level of response 
from the parents of the district and 
said that the school committee’s com- 
mitment was the well being of all stu- 
dents in the district. “Every student in 
this school district, even if we don’t 
agree with how we go about certain 
things, is important to every single 
member of the school committee.” 

A principle commitment of the 
school committee, according to 
Evren, had been working to keep 
classroom sizes small. This would 
ensure proper attention from teachers 
and help to allow students to “design 
their own path” with their education. 
Evren further added that the proj- 
ect to build the school went through 
numerous iterations to strike a bal- 


civility. 

Where many of us grew up — and 
still, to this day — talking easily, 
comfortably, and courteously with 
one another is the way we resolve 
our problems. Especially at the 
state and local level, political lead- 
ers mostly recognize that they have 
a responsibility to respect the dig- 
nity of the people they’re bound to 
encounter on a regular basis. 

This is not always easy. Civility 
takes discipline and patience. 
Especially when faced with incivility, 
the temptation is to lash right back. 
But aside from some kind of momen- 
tary satisfaction, it’s hard to see how 
this is an effective tactic if our pur- 
pose is to get things done. 

Because in a democracy like ours, 
the key challenge is to foster a debate 
that respects all voices, even those 
of dissent and protest, and create an 
environment that enables the agree- 
ments we need to advance the com- 
mon good. The future and the effec- 
tiveness of our representative democ- 


ance between needs and wants before 
the school building was finally con- 
structed. 

Evren advocated for school choice, 
noting that many of the students par- 
ticipating in school choice came to 
the town because of their connections 
and because of the offerings made 
by the district. He went on to discuss 
the delicacy of navigate special needs 
Space requirements and how it had 
impacted the building project. As it 
stood, he said, there would likely be 
at least one grade level that would see 
an increase to classroom size. 

Committee Vice-Chair Jennifer 
Bartosz said that she had been dread- 
ing the day of the vote. In the process 
of reaching out to many parents and 
residents Bartosz said that she had 
inadvertently been responsible for a 
degree of “fearmongering” when it 
came to the younger and older stu- 
dents interacting. “We are very lucky 
in our district for how good our kids 
are,’ said Bastosz. “The things that 
we see in Granby pale in compari- 
son to what my friends are seeing in 
neighboring districts.” 

She said she feared hidden costs 
that could come as a result of a pos- 
sible move because it was seemingly 
the easiest decision for the district to 
make. “It feels rushed. If we do this 
now, and we make a vote now, we’re 
going to be hurrying up to make tran- 
sitions for our fifth graders that will 
impacted and moved for the sixth 
graders to be the first class of sixth 
graders in the high school.” 

Ultimately, following a lengthy 
discussion surrounding the wording 
of the motion, committee members 
moved against reconfiguring the 
grades to pre-k to Grade 5 at East 
Meadow and Grade 6 to Grade 12 at 
the Jr. Sr. High School.

brown paper bags in a 50 to 55 degree location for 12 
weeks. Then, position the bulb in a forcing glass or vase 
so that water comes right to its base but does not cover 
it. Keep the bulbs cool and dark for another two to three 
weeks, replenishing water as needed. When at least two 
inches of roots extend into the water bring the vase into 
the light. In a couple of weeks flowers will form. Usually 
bulbs forced in water have little reserves left for repeat 
bloom but you could give it a try by adding tiny amounts 
of liquid fertilizer to the water to help ripen the foliage 
after the flower stalks have been removed. Once it yel- 
lows, allow the bulb to dry out and plant in the fall with

As the Western Massachusetts 
basketball and hockey tourna- 
ments press on this week, a new 
tournament is now on the horizon.

MaxPreps would rank schools in the 32-team brackets, 
many more schools than expected voted now. However, 
majority ruled with a 193-140 vote. 

“It’s not the outcome I wanted,” said Agawam High 
School Athletic Director David Stratton. “But now we 
move forward.” 

Stratton attended the meeting along with his building 
principal, Thomas Schnepp. Each member school, about 
380 in the state, had the ability to vote. There were 333 
votes cast in the decision. 

With the vote passing, the MIAA will begin prepara- 
tions to hold statewide tournaments in the fall of 2021, 
starting with soccer, football, field hockey, and girls 
volleyball. Sectional tournaments will be held during the 
2020-2021 season. 

However, based on how the meeting went, the 
Tournament Management Committee, which created 
the proposal, will continue considering how to make the 
MaxPreps formula work. The formula was not shared 
with the membership, citing it being a proprietary for- 
mula.

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A good night's

AMHERST - A team of 
researchers at the University of 
Massachusetts led by Dr. Cynthia 
Jacelon, a registered nurse and 
professor at the College of 
Nursing, are conducting a study 
on sleep patterns of individuals 
with Mild Cognitive Impairment 
and their family members. The 
research team is working with 
people to see how the sleep pat- 
terns of members of the same 
household are related. 

The team wants to know if 
using wrist worn activity mon- 
itors, step counters that also 
measure activity during sleep, 
are useful for people with Mild 
Cognitive Impairment and their 
family member to monitor and 
change their sleep patterns in 
order to get more, better quali- 
ty rest.

at around $707,000 for the fis- 
cal year 2021, trending downward 
$80,000 from what the district 
received in the current year. An 
additional grant of $80,000 may 
be added to that total, according 
to budget documents. 

In the coming weeks, the draft 
budget will be presented to other 
town officials for review. On 
March 5, the draft budget will be 
presented to the Select Board and 
Finance Board, and there will be 
more budget discussion on March 
10. A budget discussion and pre- 
sentation for public hearing will 
be held on March 31, with the 
public hearing itself being held on 
April 7. 

The School Committee will 
vote on the budget on April 21, 
with Town Meeting taking place 
on May 11.
